Ex-Conductor Garland Gone. 

Asa Burnham Garland, one of 
the oldest of the older conductors 
of the G, T. Ry., one whose mem¬ 
ory is ever attended by pleasant 
recollections, passed away at 
North Deering, Jan. 15, aged near¬ 
ly 80 years. 

Mr. Garland was born in New- 
field but went to Portland in 
March, 1851, at the time the At¬ 
lantic & St. Lawrence railroad, 
now the Grand Trunk, was laying 
its rail out of the city. He en¬ 
gaged in the bridge building de¬ 
partment, and as soon as the road 
reached Island Pond he was put 
in charge of the station there. 
He first ran occasional trains and 
afterwards was permanently en¬ 
gaged on the Portland and Island 
Pond run. 

In September, 1893, he retired 
from the road and lived with his 
son, Edmund T. Garland. 

The deceased was a member of 
Williston church in Portland, but 
was never connected with any 
other organization. He represent¬ 
ed Brighton (Island Pond) in the 
Vermont legislature in 1878-79, 
and was also on the school board 
for years in that town. 

Mr. Garland had his full share 
of thrilling experiences during his 
career as an active railroad man. 
He received the in j ury as the re¬ 
sult of which he walked lame for 
the rest of his life, while assisting 
in coupling cars on a mixed train. 
The bumpers caught his hips and 
injured him ia such a way that he 
was never able to walk again with¬ 
out a limp. This peculiarity of 
gate, however, did not in any way 
discommode him, being much 
more noticeable to others than 
painful to him, and he was for 
many years noted for his activity 
'while about his work. 

For many years he was a con¬ 
ductor between Island Pond and 
Gorham, and for a long time after¬ 
ward ran between Gorham and 
Portland, and was known to 
everyone up and down the whole 
line of the Grand Trunk, his long 
career as a conductor bringing 
him into contact with several 
generations of people as they grew 
up.

Gilead may soon take on a boom, 
if present plans are carried out. 
Information comes that a pulp mill 
may soon be erected near the sus¬ 
pension bridge on the opposite side 
of the river from the village. It is 
proposed to erect as soon as possi¬ 
ble a ground wood pulp mill, with 
a probability that a sulphite plant 
and paper mill will follow the suc¬ 
cessful operation of the ground 
wood mill.

It is 
reported that . the contemplated 
mill will have an output of about 
twenty tons of ground wood pulp 
daily, and give employment to 
from 75 to 100 men.

Consequently, even when the rela¬ 
tions are entirely friendly, there 
is less opportunity among fhe 
wealthy for rendering helpful 
services. But the poor having 
fewer resources of their own, need 
more the kindly aid of each other, 
and the need draws out the prac¬ 
tical ministry. In many instances, 
the relations bolwoen neighbors 
among (he poor are very bi autifnl 
indeed. They share with each 
other what they have of conven¬ 
iences and comforts. When'there 
is sickness in a home all the fami¬ 
lies near by make the troubles 
their own. The women help each 
other in nursing. When (here Is 
sorrow, the whole little community 
sympathizes nor in a sentimental 
way, merely, but in most practical 
svays. If disaster comes to one 
household, all the others contribute 
their part in seeking to repair the 
loss. 

We all have it in our power to 
do a great deal for the comfort of 
others simply by striving always 
to be obliging. It usually does 
not require much self-denial nor 
involve the giving of largo gifts— 
what is wanted is Only the Warmth 
of heart that Will make us quick to 
see needs and Ways of helping, and 
then the readiness to do the little 
services, to show the common 
kindnesses, It may be to give a 
classmate a start with his lessons 
when he cannot quite master them 
himself, or to lend a boy or girl the 
book you have greatly enjoyed, or 
to help a friend with his work 
When you have leisure and he is a 
little behind. 

The ways of being obliging are 
numberless. If only wo have the 
spirit and are ready to put our 
selves out a little or to give up 
some comfort or ease to help an¬ 
other, we Shall find plenty of op¬ 
portunities.

How Dr. Lorenz Does it. 

So much interest has been 
awakened in the “bloodless sur¬ 
gery” of Professor Lorenz, the 
famous Vienna expert, that the 
following graphic description of 
his unique methods is exceeding¬ 
ly interesting reading.

In btiying antique or modern oriental 
rugs there is a trick of the trade to be 
looked out for. Many old rugs are so 
touched before displayed for sale that 
the home furnisher is easily deceived 
into thinking she is purchasing perfect¬ 
ly genuine goods, This is accomplished 
by the crafty oriental by various proc¬ 
esses. He shaves the upper surface Of 
the Weave, removing the worn, faded 
part and of course lessening the wear¬ 
ing powers of the rug, Or he retints the 
upper surface with water colors. A rug 
frequently shaved is easily recognized 
by thinness and lack of body. To as¬ 
certain that the rug yoti have in view 
has not been touched up with pigments 
have it sent home on approval and be¬ 
fore deciding to buy it take a dean, soft 
muslin rag, dip in clear water, wring 
out well and with it go gently over the 
surface of the rug, if the rug shows 
signs of coloring matter, a deduction 
may be drawn.

How to Select a Good Singer and 
Protect Ita Health. 

| In selecting a bird choose one of the 
cross breeds, a pure canary “with a 
: strain at goldfinch or bullfinch stock, 
says a writer in the Ledger Monthly. 
These are characterized by the deep 
yellow of the plumage and black mark¬ 
ings for the goldfinch or greenish tints 
for the bullfinch cross. These birds in¬ 
variably possess splendid voices and 
robust constitutions, this last being a 
great consideration, as the unmixed ca¬ 
nary has a remarkable aptitude- for de¬ 
veloping diseases. 

Owing to the bird’s strong suscepti¬ 
bility to cold the cage should never be 
hung in a draft or a stiff breeze; nei¬ 
ther should it be allowed to remain un¬ 
covered in a lighted room at night, for 
j ff canary is nervous and excitable, like 
; all musical temperaments, and-his song 
; tvill be permanently impaired, if not 
! destroyed, by such artificial exliilara- 
! tion. 

, With regard to his habits, he must be 
taught to control his appetite and to 
take bis bath the first thing in the 
morning so as to give his mistress a 
chance to tidy up before the day ^ad¬ 
vanced. Never insist on his taking a 
bath. Instinct is stronger than opinion, 
and he can always be relied on to do 
what is best for his health. After he 
has finished his “tubbing” remove bis 
bath; otherwise he will bedraggle his 
feathers until he resembles the famous 
jackdaw of Reims after his excommu¬ 
nication. 

Then clean the cage for the day, 
sprinkling the floor with a generous 
supply of gravel and sand mixed. Nev¬ 
er mind what the bird fanciers tell you , 
about the advantages, of those little 
packages of gravel he will sell you for 
5 cents apiece. The mixture of sand 1 
and gravel agrees with the bird and 
prevents sore feet. That can also be 
avoided by careful attention to the 
perches. Never use the sand gathered ' 
by the seashore, as the presence of salt ( 
will kill your pet. (

How Coal May He Saved. 

When it is understood that the same 
amount of fuel is consumed in produc¬ 
ing either gas or heat, it is readily 
seen why one person will use four 
times ns much coal as another without 
producing any more heat, if as much. 
When feeding coal after the fire is 
made, only a small quantity should be 
fed at a time, and that spread evenly 
over the surface of the fire, for; when 
fresh coal Is added it for a time lowers 
the temperature of the firebox (just as 
pouring cold water into a pot of boil¬ 
ing water stops the boiling by lower¬ 
ing the temperature) until the added 
coal is heated up to the igniting point, 
when it first begins to burn and adds 
its heat to the mass. When but little 
coal is added, this lowering of the tem¬ 
perature will hardly be noticed, but 
add a large quantity and it can be 
plainly seen.

DANISH DAIRY METHOD. 


Manipulation of the Udder u Prac¬ 
ticed by ProKreaaive Dairymen, 

A test of Danish dairy methods at 
the Wisconsin station, reported by 
Professor Woil in bulletin 96, shows a 
constant daily gain in the amount of 
milks from manipulation of the udder 
when milking. 

The Soondergaard system, one of the 
methods taught in the dairy schools 
and used by progressive dairymen in 
Denmark, is as follows: 

First Manipulation.—The right quar¬ 
ters of the udder are pressed against 
each other (if the udder is very large

only one-quarter at a time is taken), 
with the left hand on the hind quarter 
and the right hand in front on the fore 
quarter, the thumbs being placed on 
the outside of the udder and tbe four 
fingers in the division between tbe two 
halves of the udder. The hands are 
now pressed toward each other and at 
the same time lifted toward the body of 
the cow. This pressing and lifting are 


A Practical Presentation at One 
Method of Measuring: Wafer, 

In bulletin No, 34 of the Montana 
experiment station Director S. Fortier 
gives a concise description, easily made 
available by farmers for practical use*, 
of one method of measuring “ water. 
Among other things Professor Fortier 
says: For occasional measurements the 
jarthen channel of a ditch or canal an¬ 
swers all purposes, but when more ac¬ 
curate and continuous measurements 
are desired rating flumes are usually 
constructed, These consist of woodea 
flumes as wide as the water channel 
and from eight to twenty-four feet in 
length, placed to conform -with the 
grade of the canal. The velocity of the 
water is found by a current meter, 
and the depth of water is often record¬ 
ed on a sheet attached to a self regis¬ 
tering machine which needs attention 
only every seventh day. 

A weir box usually consists of a 
flume with the lower end Inclosed. In 
tbe middle of the top of tbe lower end 
a notch is cut, through which the wa¬ 
ter to be measured flows. Weirs re¬ 
quire no instruments other than a foot- 
rule. They are easily and cheaply 
made and measure flowing water 
within 2 per cent of accuracy when all 
tbe requisite conditions are fulfilled. 
Weir boxes as compared with miners’ 
inch boxes are more accurate, can be 
built for the same if not for less money 
and can be used to measure much lar¬ 
ger volumes. The chief defects of this 
device are that the box often fills with 
sediment, which must be removed, and 
that tbe water as it issues from the 
notch requires a drop of at least dou¬ 
ble the depth of water flowing through 
the notch. 

For nearly half a century western 
irrigators have tried to devise a way 
by which water might be measured as 
it flows through a headgate. They hoped 
to make one structure answer two pur¬ 
poses. In this they have failed for the 
reason that water is so much agitated 
and so irregular in flow as it passes 
through a headgate as to render it im¬ 
possible to secure an accurate meas¬ 
urement.
